The Daunian hero lifts his hands and eyes;

Thus having faid, as by the brook he flood, 25

And loads the pow’rs above with offer’d vows. 

Now march the bold confed’rates thro’ the plain ; 
Well hors’d, well clad, a rich and Aiming train : 30 
Meflapus leads the van; and in the rear, 

The fons of Tyrrheus !n bright arms appear. 

In the main battle, with his flaming creft. 

The mighty Turnus tow’rs above the reft :

Had charg’d them not to tempt the doubtful war :

But clofe within their lines attend their chance. 50

The fiery Turnus flew before the reft, 

A pye-ball’d fteed of Thracian ftain he prefs’d ;

Is there, he faid, in arms who bravely dare*.' 

His leader’s honour, and his danger {hare?

Amaz’d to find a daftard race that run 
Behind the rampires, and the battle (hun** 
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He rides around the camp, with rolling eyes, 

And flops at ev’ry port ; and ev’ry pafTage tries. 65 
So roams the nightly wolf about the fold. 

Wet with descending fhow’rs, and flifF with cold;

He howls for hunger, and he grins for pain; 

H is gnaihing teeth are exercis’d in vain : 

And impotent of anger, finds no way 
In his diftended paws to grafp the prey. 

The mothers liften ; but the bleating lambs 
Securely fvvig the dug, beneath the dams. 

Thus ranges eager Turnus o’er the plain, 

JSharp with defire, and furious with difdain : 

Surveys each paflage with a piercing fight; 

To force his foes in equal field to fight. 

Thus, while he gazes round, at length he /pies 
Where, fenc’d with ftrong redoubts, their navy lies; 
Clofe underneath the walls : the wafhing tide 80 
Secures from all approach this weaker fide. 

He takes the wifh’d occafion; fills his hand 
With ready fires, and (hakes a flaming brand :

As rode before tall veflels on the deep. . 

The foes furpriz’d with wonder, flood a&haft, . ,

Old Tiber roar’d ; and railing up his head, 

Call’d back his waters to their oozy bed. 

Turnus alone, undaunted, bore the fhock ; , 

And with thefe words his trembling troops befpoke. - 
Thefe monflersfior the Trojan’s fate are meant, 155

Nor thefe, nor thofe lhall fruftrate my defign. 

Let them not fear the treafons of the night j 
The robb’d palladium, the pretended flight : 

Our onfet fhall be made in open light.- * igo 
No wooden engine fhall their town betray,. 

Fires thdy fhall have around, but fires by day.. 

No Grecian babes before their camp appear. 
Whom HecSlor’s arms detain’d, to the tenth tardy year. 
Now, fince the funds rolling to the weft, 195 
Give me the filent night to needful reft 
Refrelh your bodies, and your arms prepare, - 
The morn fhall end the fmall remains of war. 

The poft of honour to Meflapus falls, 

To keep the nightly guard ; to watch the walls ; 2CQ 
To pitch the fires at diftances around, , 

And clofc the Trojans in their fcanty ground. - 
Twice feven Rutulian captains ready ftand : . 

And twice feven hundred horfe their chiefscommand : 
All clad in fhining arms the works inveft; 205s 
Each with a radiant helm, and waving creft. 
Stretch d at their length, they prefs the grafly ground;* 
They laugh, they ling, the jolly bowls go round; ♦ 
With lights, and chearful fires renew the day ; . 
And pafs the wakeful night in feafls and play. ' 210 
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The Trojans, from above, their foes beheld ; 
And with arm’d legions all the rampires fill’d 
Seiz’d with affright, their gates they firft explore; 
Join works to works with bridges ; tow’r to tow’r : 
Thus all things needful for defence abound ; 215 

Mueftheus, and brate Sereflhus walk the round 1 
Commiflion’d by their abfent prince, to (hare 
The common danger, and divide the care. 

The foldiers draw their lots and as they fall. 

By turns relieve each other on the walL 220> 

Nigh where the foes their utmoft guards advance 
To watch the gate, was warlike Nifus chance* 

His father Hyrtacus of noble blood ; 

His mother was a hunt’refs of the wood : 

And fent him to the wars ; well cou’d he bear 225

But better fkill’d unerring fhafts to fend : 

Bcfide him flood Euryalus his friend. 

Euryalus, than whom the Trojan hoft 

No fairer face, or fweeter^Lir could boafl. 23c 

Scare had the down to fhade his cheeks begun ; 

' One was their care, and their delight was one. 

One common hazard in the war they fhar’d; 

And now were both fey choice upon the guard. 
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Then Nifus, thus : Or do the gods infpire 235, 
Th is warmth,, or make we gods of our defire ? 

A gen’rous ardour boils within my breaft. 

Eager of a&ion, enemy to reft : 

This urges me to fight, and fires my mind. 

To leave a memorable name behind. * 

Thou feeft the foe fecure 1 how faintly fhine 
Their fcatter’d fires ! the moft in deep fupine 
Along the ground, an eafy conqueft lie ; 

The wakeful few, the. fuming flaggon ply:. 

All hufti around. Now hear what I revolve; 245 
A thought unripe, and fcarcely yet refolve. 

Our abfent prince both camp and council mourn s 
By meffage both wou’d haften his return : 


If they confer what I demand, on thee, 

(For fame is recompence enough for me) 
Methinics, beneath yon hill, I have efpy’d 
A way that fafely will my paflage guide. 
Euryalus flood lift’ning while he fpoke;

My peace {hall be committed to thy care, 370

The fame fhall be my age, as now my youth ; 

No time fhall find me wanting to my truth. 375

Of Priam’s royal race my mother came ; 

And fure the belt that ever bore the name 
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Whom neither Troy, nor Sicily cou’d hold 380 

From me departing, but o’crfpent, and old, 

My fate fhe follow’d ; ignorant of this. 

Whatever danger, neither parting kifs. 

Nor pious blefiing taken, her I leave; 

And, in this only act of all my life deceive, 385 

By this right hand, and confcious night I fwear. 

My foul fo fad a farewel could not bear. 

Be you her comfort ; fill my vacant place, 

(Permit me to prefume fo great a grace)

But Rhaetus wakeful, and obferving all, 465

I 

W HAT Virgil wrote in the vigour of 
his age, in plenty and at eafe, I 
have undertaken to tranjlate in my decline- 
ing years : ftrugghng with wants, opprefled 
with 'ficknefs, curbed in my genius, liable 
i * to be mifconftrued in all I write \ and my 
judges, if they are not very equitable, al- 
ready prejudiced againft me, by the lying 
! cbarafler which has been given them of my 
morals. Yet fteady to my principles, and . 

• not difpirited with my afflictions, I have, 
by the bleffing of God on my endeavours, 

overcome all difficulties ; and, in fome mea- 

% 

fure, acquitted myfelf of the debt which 
I owed the public, when I undertook this . 
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work. In the firfl: place therefore, I thank- 
fully acknowledge to the Almighty Power, 
the alfiftance 'he has given me in the begin- 
ning, the profecution, and conduficn -of my 
prefent {hi dies, • which are more happily 
performed, than I could have promifed to 
myfelf, when I laboured under fuch dif- 
couragements. For, what 1 have done, im- 
perfect as it is, for want of health and lei- 
fure to correCt it, will be judged in after<- 
ages, and poflibly in the prefent, to be no 
difhonour to my native country ; whofe lan- 
guage and poetry would be more efteemed 
abroad, if they ;were better underftood. 
Somewhat (give me leave to fay) I have 
added to both of them in the choice of 
words, and harmony of numbers, which 
were wanting, efpecially the laft, in all our 
poets, even in thofe who being endued with 
genius, yet hare not cultivated their mo- 
ther-tongue with fufEcient care •, or relying 
on the beauty of their thoughts, have judged 
the ornament of words, and fweetnefs of 
found, unneceffary. One is for raking in 
Chaucer (our Engliih Ennius) for antiquated 
words, which are never to be revived, but 
when found or fignificancy is wanting in 
the prefent language. But many of his 
deferve not this redemption, any more than 
the crowds of men who daily die, or are 
flain for fix-pence in a battle, merit to be 
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feftored to life, if a wifh could fevive 
them. Others have no ear for verfe, not 
•choice of words ; nor diftinttion of thoughts ; 
tut' mingle farthings with their gold to 
make up the fum. Here is a field of fa- 
tire- opened to me : but fince the revolu- 
tion, I have wholly renounced that talent. 
.For who would give phyfick to the great^ 
‘when he is uncalled? to do his patient no 
good, and endanger himfelf for his pre- 
fcription ? Neither am I ignorant, but I 
may juftly be condemned for many- of 
thofe faults, of which I have too liberally 
arraigned others. - '• ’

' It is enough for me, if the government 
.will let me pafs unqueftioned. In the mean 
time, I am obliged in gratitude to return 
tny thanks to many of them, who have rtdt 
only diftinguifhed me from others of the * 
fame patty, by . a particular 'exception of 
grace, btit without confidering the man, 
'have been bountiful to the poet r have en- 
couraged Virgil to fpeak luch Englifh, as 
J could teach him, and reward his inter- 
preter, for the pains he has taken in bringing 
him over into Britain, by defraying the 
Charges ‘ bf his voyage. Even Cerberus, 
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when he had received the fop, permitted 
iEneas to pafs freely to Elyfium. Had it 
been offered me, and I had refufed it, yet 
ftill fome gratitude is due to fuch who were 
willing to oblige me. But how much more 
to thofe from whom I have received the 
favours which they have offered to one of a 
different perfuafion ? amongft whom I can- 
not omit naming the earls of Derby and of. 
Peterborough. To the firft of thefe, I have 
not the honour to be known ; and therefore 
his liberality was as much unexpected, as it 
was undeferved. The prelent earl of Peter- 
borough has been pleafed long fince to accept 
the tenders of my fervice : his favours are 
fo frequent to me, that I receive them almcft 
by prefcription. No difference of interefts 
or opinion have been able to withdraw his 
protection from me: and I might juftly 

be condemned for the moll unthankful of

Being invited by that worthy Gentleman 
Sir William Bowyer, to Denham-Court, I 
tranflated the firft Georgic at his houfe, and 
the greateft part of the laft JEneid. A more 
friendly entertainment no man ever found. 
No wonder therefore if both thofe verfions 
furpafs the reft, and own the fatisfaCtion I 
received in his converfe, with whom I had 
the honour to be bred in Cambridge, and in 
the fame college. • The feventh iEneid was 
made Englilfi at Burleigh, the magnificent 
abode of the Earl of Exeter : in a village 
belonging to his family 1 was born, and. 
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under his roof I endeavoured to make that 
iEneid appear in Englilh with as much luftre 
as I could : though my author has not 

given the frnilhing ftrokes either to it or 
to the eleventh, as I perhaps could prove 
in both, if I durft prefume to criticize my 
fiiafter. 

By, a letter from William Wallh of Abber- 
ly, Efq. (who has fo long honoured me with 
his friendfhip, ; and who, without flattery, is 
the beft critick of our nation) I have been 
informed that his Grace the Duke of Shrewf- 
bury has procured a printed copy of the 
Paftorals, Georgies, and fix firlt iEneids, from 
my bookfelter, and has read them in the 
country, together with my friend. This 
noble perlbn having been pleafed to give 
them a commendation, which I prefume not 
to infert *, has made me vain enough to boaft 
of fo great a favour, and to think 1 have 
fucceeded beyond my hopes ; the character 
of his excellent judgment, the acutenefs of 
his wit, and his general knowledge of good 
tetters, being known as well to all the world, 
as the fweetnefs of his difpofition, his hu- 
manity, his eafinefs of accefs, and defire of 
obliging thole who ftand in need of his 
protection, are known to all who have ap- 
proached him ; and to me in particular, 
who have formerly had the honour of his 
converfation. Whoever has given the world 
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the tranflation of part of the third Georgic, 
■which he calls The Power of Love , has put 
me to fufficient pains to make my own not 
inferior to his : as my Lord RofcommOn’S 
Silenus had formerly given me the fame 
trouble. The moft ingenious Mr. Addiforv 
of Oxford has alfo been as troublefome to 
me as the other two, and on the fame ac- 
count. ■' After his 1 bees, my latter fwarm is 
fcarcely worth the hiving. Mr. Cowley’S 
Praife of a Country Life is excellent j but is 
rather an imitation of Virgil, than a verfion. 
That I have recovered in forne meafure the 
health which I had loft by too much ap- 
plication to this work, is owing, next to 
God’s mercy, to the fkill and care of Dr. 
Guibbons, and Dr. Hobbs, the two orna- 
ments of their profeflion ; whom I can only 
pay by this acknowledgement. The whole 
faculty has always been ready to oblige mej 
and the only one of them, who endeavoured 
to defame me, had it not in his power.*' 
I defire pardon for my readers for faying 
fo much in relation to myfelf, which con- 
cerns not them : and with my acknowledge- 
ments to all my fubfcribers, have only to 
add, that the few notes which follow, are 
far manure d’ acquit, becaufe I had obliged 
mylelf by articles to do fomewhat of that 
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kind. Thefe fcattering obfervations are ra- 
ther guefies at my author’s meaning in fome- 
paflages, - than proofs that fo he .meant.i 
The unlearned may have recourfe to any., 
poetical dictionary in Englilb, for the names 
ofperfons, places, or fables, which the learned 
need not : but that little which I fay, is either- 
new or necefl'ary* And the firft of thefe 
qualifications never fails to invite a reader*, 
if not to.pleafc him.. , .... y

f Virgil means O&avius Caefar, heir to Julius ; who.

I have tranflated the paflage to this fenfe; that the 
infant fmiling on his mother, fingles her out from 
the reft of the company about him. Erythraeus, 
Bembus, and Jofeph Scaliger, are of this opinion. 
Yet they and I may be miftaken. For immediately 
after, we find thefe words, Cu[ npn rifeve Parentes , 
which imply another fenfe, as if the parents fmiled 
on the new-born infant : and that the babe on whom 
they vouchfafed not tofmile, was born to ill-fortune. 
For they tell a ftory, that when V ulcan, the only foil 
of Jupiter and Juno, came into the world, he was fa 
hard-favoured, that both his parents frowned on 
him j and Jupiter threw him out of heaven: he 
fell on the ifland Lemnos, and was lame ever after-

wards. The ]aft line of the paftoral feems to juftify 
this fepfe, Nec deus kune Men fa , Dea nec dignata 
Cubili eji . For though he married Venus, yet his* 
mother Juno was pot prefent the nuptials to blefs 
them; as appears by wife’s incontinence. They 
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fay alfo, that he was banifhed from the banquets of 
the gods : if fo, that punifhment could be of no 
long continuance, for Homer makes him prefent at 
their feafts; and compofing a quarrel betwixt his 
parents, with a bowl of neftar. The matter is of 
no great confequence; and therefore I adhere to my 
tranflation, for thefe two reafons: firft, Virgil has 
this following line, Matri long a decemtulerunt faJUdia 
menfes , as. if the infant’s fmiling on his mother* 
was a reward to her for bearing him ten months in 
her body, four weeks longer than the ufual time. 
Secondly, Catullus is cited by Jofeph Scaliger, as 
favouring this opinion, in his Epithalamium of 
Manlius Torquatus.

What if I fhould fteer betwixt the two extremes* 
and conclude, that the infant, who was to be happy, 
muff not only fmile on his parents, but alfo they on 
him ? for Scaliger notes that the infants who fmiled 
not at their birth, were obferved to be Qr 

fullen (as I have tranflated it) during all their 
life : and Servius, and almoft all the modern com-* 
mentators affirm, that no child was thought for- 
tunate on whom his parents fmiled not at his birth. 
J obferve farther, that the ancients thought the in- 
fant who came into the world at the end of the tenth 
month* was born to fome extraordinary fortune^ 
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good or bad. Such was the birth of the late prince 
of Conde’s fafher, of whom his mother was not 
brought to bed, till almoft eleven months were ex- 
pired after his father’s death : yet the College of 
Phyficians at Paris, concluded he was lawfully be- 
gotten. My ingenious friend, Anthony Henley, 
Efq. defired me to make a note on this pafiage of 
Virgil : adding, what I had not read ; that the Jews 
have been fo fuperftitious, as to obferve not only 
the firft look or action of an infant, but alfo the 
firft word which the parent or any of the affiftants 
lpoke after the birth : and from thence they gave 
a name to the child alluding to it. 

Paftoral 6. My Lord Rofcommon’s notes on this 
.paftoral, are equal to his excellent tranflation of it$ 
and thither I refer the reader. 

The eighth and tenth Paftorals are already trans- 
lated to all manner of advantage, by my excellent 
friend Mr. Stafford. So is the Epifode of Camilla, 
in the eleventh fEncid. 

.• . This eighth Paftoral is copied by our author from 
two Bucolicks of Theocritus. Spencer has followed 
both Virgil and Theocritus, in the charms which 
he employs for curing Britomartis of her love. But 
he had alfo our poet’s Ceiris in his eye : for there 
not onlythe inchantments are to befound : but alfo 
the very name of Britomartis. 

In the ninth Paftoral, Virgil has made a collection 
of many fcattering pafiages, which he had tranflated 
from Theocritus : and here he has bound them into 
a nofegay. 
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• Georgic 1. . The poetry of this hook is more 
ftiblime than any part of Virgil,- jf T have any 
tafte. And if ever I have copied his majeftick 
ftyle, it is here. The compliment he makes Au- 
guftus almoft in the beginning, is ill imitated by 
his fucceflors Lucan and Statius. They dedicated 
to tyrants ; «and their flatteries aregrofs and' ful- 
ibm. Virgil’s add refs is both more lofty and more 
juft. In the three laft lines 5 of this Georgir, -f 
think I have difeovered a fecret compliment to the 
Emperor, which none of the commentators have 
obferved. Virgil had juft before deferibed the mb 
feries which Rome had undergone betwixt the Tri- 
umvirs and the Common-wealth party : in the clofe 
of all, he feems to excufe the crimes committed 
by his patron Ccefar, as if he were conftrainedv 
againft his own temper to thole violent proceedings, 
by the neceflity of the times in general, but more 
particularly by his two partners, Anthony and Le- 
pidus. Fertur Equis Auriga^ nec audit Currus ha- 
benas . T hey were the head-ftrong horfes, who 

hurried O&avius, the trembling charioteer, along, 
and were deaf to his reclaiming them. I obferve 
farther ; that the prefent wars, in which all Europe, 
and part of Afia are engaged at prefent, are waged 
in the fame places here deferibed ; Atque hinc Eu- 
phrates , illinc Gertnania bellu}n y &c. As if Virgil 

had prophefied of this age*

Georgic 2. The praifes of Italy, (tranflated by 
the learned, and every way excellent Mr. Chetwood, 
which are printed in one of my mifcellany poems) 
are the greateft ornament of this book. Wherein 
Vol. IV.

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for want of fufficieAt (kill in gardening, agricul- 
ture, £sV. I may poffibly be miliaken in fom* 
terms. But' concerning grafting, my honoured 
friend Sir William Bowyer has affured me, that 
Virgil has (hewn more of poetry than (kill, at leaft 
in relation to our more northern climates.

It has been objected to me, that I underftood not 
th is paflage of Virgil, becaufe I call Niphates a river, 
Ivhich is a mountain in Armenia.

And having fpolcen of Nile before, I might 
reafonably think, that Virgil rather meant to couple 
two rivers, than a river and a mountain.

My moll ingenious friend Sir Henry Shere, has 
cbferved through aglafs hive, that the young prince 
of the Bees y or heir prefumptive of the crown, ap- 
proaches the king’s apartment with great reverence 
and for three fuccefiive mornings demands perrtiiflion. 
to -lead forth a colony of that year’s bees. If his pe- 
tition be granted,, which he feems to make by hum- 
ble hummings ; the fwarm arifes under his condudl : 
if the anfwer be, leroy $'&vifera> that is, if the old 
monarch think it -not convenient for the publick 
good, to part with fo many of his fubjecls; the next 
morning the prince is found dead, before the threfli- 
old of the palace.

Line £60. The Epifode of Orpheus and Euri- 
dice begins here,, and contains the only machine 
which V irgil ufes in the Georgies.

really produced without them. Of this nature is'the 
legend of the bees reftored by miracle ; when the 
receipt which the poet gives, would dp the work: 
without one. The only beautiful machine which I 
remember in the modern poets, is in Ariofto ; where 
God commands St. Michael to take care, that Paris, 
then befieged by the Saracens, fliould be fuccoured 
fcy Rinaldo. In order to this, he enjoins the arch- 
angel to find Silence and Difcord. The firft to con- 
•duct the Chriftian army to relieve the town, with fo 
much fecrefy, that their march fhould notbedifeo- 
vered ; the latter to enter the camp of the infidels? 
and there to fow difiention among the principal com- 
manders. The heavenly meflenger takes his way to 
an ancient monaftery ; not doubting there to find 
Silence in her primitive abode ♦, but inftead of Silence 
finds Difcord ; the Monks, being divided into fac- 
tions, about the choice of feme new officer, were at 
fnic and fnee with their drawn knives. The fatire 
needs no explanation. Arid here it may be alfo ob- 
ferved, that ambition, jealoufy, and worldly intereft, 
a nd point of honour, had made variance both in the 
cloifter and the camp ; and ftrief difcipline had done 
the work of Silence, in conducting the Chriftian 
finny to furprife the Turks*

Poetically {peaking, the fields of air are under 
the command of Juno and her vicegerent ,/Eolus. 
Why then does Neptune call them his ? I anfwer, 
becaufe being god of the Teas, iEolus could raife no 
tempeft in the atmofphere above them without his 
leave. But why does Juno addrefs to her own fub- 
- .-ilitute ? I anfwer. He had an immediate power ove r 
the winds, whom Juno defires to employ on her re- 
venge. That power was absolute by land ; which' 
Virgil plainly infinuates : for when Boreas and his 
brethren were let loofe, he fays at firft terras turbine’ 
perfiant : then adds, incubuere mart : to raife a tern- 
pelt on the fea was ufurpation on the prerogative of 
Neptune ; who had given him no leave, and there-* 
fore was enraged at his attempt. I may alfo add r 
that they who are in a paffion, as Neptune then was, 
2re apt to afiume to themfelves more than is properly 
their due.

poets were wont to take whole paragraphs from one 
another, which juftifies our poet for what he bor- 
rows from Homer. Bochartus, in his letter toSe- 
grais, mentions an oracle which he found in the 
fragments of an old Greek hiftorian : the fenfe 
whereof is this in'Englifh; that when the empire 
of the Priamidae fhould be deftroyed, the line of 
Anchifes fhould fucceed. Venus therefore, r ays the 
hiftorian/ was defirous to have a fon by Anchifes** 
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though he was then in his decrepit! age : accordingly 
(he had ./Eneas. After this (he fought occafion to 
ruin the race of Priam ; and let on foot the intrigue, 
of Alexander, (or Paris) with Helena : (he being 
javifhed* Venus pretended dill to favour the Tro- 
jans \ left they (houid reftbre Helen, in cafe they 
fhould be reduced to-thelaft neceftity. Whence it 
appears,, that the con troverfy betwixt Juno and Ve- 
nus* was on no trivial account, but concerned the 
fucceffion to a great empire..

fubjedt thread-bare ; which Statius, in the next age* 
defcribed fo happily. Virgil feems to me, to have 
excelled Homer in all thofe fports, and to have la- 
boured them the more in honour of Odlavius, his 
patron ; who indituted the like games for perpetu- 
ating the memory of his uncle Julius.

This was taken, amongft many other things, from 
the tenth book of Plato de Republicd : no commen- 
tator, befides Fabrini, has taken notice of it. Self- 
murder was accounted a great crime by that divine 
philofopher : but the instances which he brings, are 
too many to be infer ted in thefe fliort notes. Sir 
Robert Howard in his tranflation of this jflineid, 
which Was printed with his poems in the year 1660, 
has given us the mod learned, and the mod judicious 
obfervations on this book, which are extant in our 
language.

plied to the Sibyl, who was angry at his Jong vifit, 

I will only take my lad leave of /Eneas, my kinfman 
and my friend, with one hearty good wifh. for his 
health- and welfare, and then leave you to profecute 
your voyage. That wifh is exprcffed in the words 
immediately following, IdecuSy lyioflrumy &c. which 
contains a dire£f anfwer to what the Siybl faid be- 
fore, when fhe upbraided their long difcourfe, Nos 
jlendo ducimus boras. This conjefture is new, and - 
therefore left to the difcretion of the reader.

Perhaps 
the copies of Virgil are all falfe ; and that inftead 
titaniaque .ajlra, he writ titaniaque & ajlra ; and ac- 
cording to thefe words I have made my tranflation. , 
It is moft certain, that the fun ought not to be 
omitted, for he is frequently called the life and foul 
of the world. And nothing bidsfo fair fora vifibl ‘ 
divinity to thofe who know no better, than that glo- 
rious luminarv. The Platonifts call God thearche- 
typal fun, and the fun the vifiblc deity, the inward ym : 
vital fpirit in the center of the univerfe, or that body ^ 
to which thht fpirit is united, and by which it ex- 
erts itfelf moft powerfully. Now it was the received 
hypothefis amongft the Pythagoreans, that the fun 
was fituate in the center of the world ; Plato had i 
from them, and was himfelf of the fame opinion ; 
as appears by a paffage in the Tim reus : from whic 

noble dialogue is this part of Vireil’s poem taken

There is no queftion but Virgil here means Cate 
Major, or the Cenfor. But the name of Cato being 
alfo mentioned in the eighth jTneid, 1 doubt whe-^ 
ther he means the fame man in both places. I have 
faid in the Preface, that our poet was of republican 
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principles ; and have given this for one reafon of my 
opinion, that he praifed Cato in that line,

And accordingly placed him in the Elyflan fields.. 
I^oiltaigne thinks this was Cato the U tican, thegreat 
enemy of arbitrary power, and a profefied foe to 
Julius Caefar. Ruaeus would perfuade us that Virgil 
meant the Cenfor. - But why fhould the poet name 
Cato. twice, if he intended the fame perfon ? our au- 
thor is toofrugal-of his words and fenfe, to commit 
tautologies in either. His memory was not likely to 
betray him into fuch an error. Neverthelefs I con- 
tinue in the fame opinion concerning the principles 
of our poet. He declares them fufficiently in this 
book : where he praifes the firft Brutus for expelling 
the Tarquins, giving liberty to Rome, and putting 
to death his own children, who confpiredto reftore 
tyranny : he calls him only an unhappy man, - for 
being forced to that fevere action.

Let the reader weigh thefe two verfes, and he 
muft be convinced that I am in the right : and that 
I have not much injured my mafter in my tranfla- 
tion of them.

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This note, which is out of its proper place, I de- 
ferred on purpofe, to place it here : becaufe it dis- 
covers the principles of our poet more plainly than* 
any of the reft.

Anchifes here fpeaks to Julius Caefar ; and com* 
mands him firft to lay down his arms, which is a* 
plain condemnation of his caufe. Yet obferve our 
poet’s incomparable addrefs : for though he (hews 
himfelf fufficicntly to be a commonwealth’s-man j, 
yet in refpedt to Auguftus, who was his patron, he 
ufes the authority of a parent, in the perfon of An- 
chifes $. who had more right lay this injun&ion on*. 
Caefar than on Pompey 5 becaufe the latter was not 
of his blood. Thus our author cautioufly veils his 
own opinion, and takes fa n&uary under Anchifes 
as if that ghoft would have laid the fame command 
on Pompey alfo, had he been lineally descended from* 
him.. What could be more judicioufly contrived,, 
when this was the ALneid which he chofe to read*, 
before his mafter ?

Hbw un poetically and baldly had this been tranf- 
lated ; Thou /halt Marcellus hi f * Yet fome of my 
friends were of opinion,, that I miftook the fenfe of 
Virgil in my tranflation. The French interpreter 
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oBferves nothing on this place ; but that it appears 
by it* the mourning of 0<ftavia was yet frefh, for the 
Jofs of her fon Marcellus, whom {he had by her firft 
hufband 1 and who died in the year ab urbe condita^ 
731, and colle&sfrom thence that Virgil, reading 
this iEneid before her, in the fame year, had juft 
finifhed it : that from this time to that of the poet's 
death, was little more than four years. So that fup- 
pofing him to have written the whole ifEneis in 
eleven years j the firft fix books muft have taken up 
feven of thofe years : on which account, the fix lalt 
muft of necefliiy be lefs correct. 

Now for the falfe judgment of my friends, there 
is but this little to be faid for them ; the words of 
Virgil in the verfe preceding are thefe, 

► Siqua fata afpera rumpas . 

As if the poet had meant* If you break through your 
hard deftiny, fo as to be born* you fhall be called 
Marcellus : but this cannot be the fenfe : for though 
Marcellus was born, yet he broke not through thofe 
hard decrees, which doomed him to fo immature a 
death. Much lefs can Virgil mean, you fhall be the 
fame Marcellus by the tranfmigration of his fouh- 
For according to the fyftem of our author, a thou- 
sand years muft be firft elapfed, before the foul can 
return into a human body ; but the firft Marcellus 
was flain in the fecond Punick war. And how 
many hundred years were yet wanting, to the ac- 
complifhing his penance, may with eafe be gathered* 
by computing the time betwixt Scipio and Auguftus.

What is pervious to the fight is clear; and (al- 
luding to this property,) the poet infers fuch dreams 
are of divine revelation.

But there is a better reafon to be given. , For the 
ivory alludes to the teeth, the horn to the eyes. 
What we fee is more credible, than what we only 
hear ; that is, words that pafs through the portal of 
the mouth, or hedge of the teeth : (which is Ho- 
mer's expreffion for fpeaking.)

Strange to relate , the flames involv'd in fmoke , 

Virgil, in this place takes notice of a great fecret 
in the Roman divination : the lambent fires, which 
rofe above the head, or played about it, were figns 
of pofterity ; fuch were thofe which. he obferved in 
the fecond iEneid : which were feen mounting from 
the crown of Afcanius ;

Smoky flames (or involved in fmoke) were of a 
mixed omen ; fuch were thofe which are here de- 
fcribed for fmoke fignifies tears, becaufe it produces 
them, and flames happinefs. And therefore VirgiJ 
faysj that this oftent was not only mirabile vifu 7 but 
horrendum .

One only daughter heirs my crown and Jlate . * 

This has feemed to fome an odd pafTage : .that a 
king fhould offer his daughter and heir to a ftranger 
prince, and a wanderer, before he had feen him f 
and when he had only heard of his arrival on his 
coafts : but thefe criticks have not well confidcred 
the fimplicity of former times ; when the heroines 
ftlmoft courted the marriage of illuftrious men. Yet 
Virgil here obferves the rule of decency Lavinia 
offers not herfelf: it is Latinus who propounds the 
match : and he had been foretold, both by an augur, 
and an oracle, that he fhould have a foreign foil in- 
law ; who was alfo a hero, : Fathers, in thofe an- 
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cientages, confidering birth and virtue, morethars 
fortune, in the placing of their daughters* Which 
I could prove by various examples ; the contrary of 
which 'being now praftifed, I dare not fay in our 
nation, but in France, has not a little darkened the 
Juftre of their nobility. That Lavinia was averfe to 
this marriage, and for what reafon, Ifhall prove ia 
its proper place*

Homer hearti ljr 
curfe 3 another city which had ufeddiim in the fame 
manner : but our author thought his filence of the 
Nolans a fufficient corre&ion. When a poet palTes 
by a place or perfon, though a fair occafion offers of 
remembering them, it is aiign he is, or thinks him- 
fdf r much difobliged.

At the full Jlretch of both his hands , he drew ;

The firfl of thefe lines is all of monofyllables, amt 
both verfes are very rough : but of choice ; for it 
had been eafy forme to have fmoothed them. But 
either my ear deceives me, or they exprefs the thing 
which I intended in their found. For the ftrefs of a 
bow which is drawn to the full exent, is exprefled 
in the harflinefsof the firft verfe, clogged not only 
with monofyllables,. but with confonants- ; and thefe 
words, the tough eugh , which conclude the fecond 
line, feem as forceful, as they are unharmonious. 
Homer and Virgil are both frequent in their adapting 
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founds to the thing they fignify. One example wili 
fervefor both ; becaufe Virgil borrowed the follow* 
ing verfes from Homqr’s Odyfles.

When I read this iEneid to many of my friends, 
in company together* moft of them quarrelled at the 
word faljijiedy as an innovation in our language. 
The fadt is confeffed $ for I remember not to have 
read it in any Engliili author ; though perhaps it 
may be found in Spencer’s Fairy Queen : but fup- 
pofe it be not there : why am I forbidden to borrow 
from the Italian, (a polifhed language) the word 
which is wanting in my native tongue? Terence 
has often Grecifed : Lucretius has followed his ex- 
ample : and pleaded for it ; fic quia me cogit patrii 
fermonis Egejlas . Virgil has confirmed it by his fre- 
quent practice, and even Cicero in profe, wanting 
terms of philofophy in the Latin tongue, has taken 
them from Ariftotle’s Greek. Horace has given us 
a rule for coining words, fi Grace fonte cadant Efi- 
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, . . * I *• 

pecially, when other words are joined with them, 

which explain the fenfe. I ufe the word falffy in 
this place, to mean that the fhield of .Turnus 
was not of proof againft the fpears and javelins 
of the Trojans; which had pierced it through and 
through (as we fay)' in many places. The words 
which accompany this new one, make my meaning 
plain ; according to the precept which Horace gave* 
But I faid I borrowed the word from the Italian 
Vide Ariofto, Cant . 26.

Falfar cannot be otherwife turned, than by falf - 
fed ; for his field ivas falfed , is not Englifh. I 
might indeed have contented myfelf with faying his 
fhield was pierced, and bored, and ftuck withy^z^- 
lins ; nec fujfcit umbo iftibus. They who will not 
admit a new word, may take the old, the matter is 
not worth difpute.

Thefe were transformed from fhips to Tea-nymphs; 
this is almoft as violent a machine, as the death of 
Aruns by a goddefs in the Epifode of Camilla. But 
the poet makes ufe of it with greater art : for here it 
carries on the main defign. Thefe new made divi- > 
nities, not only tell A£neas what had palled in his * 
camp during his abfence ; and what was the prefent 
diflrefsof his befieged people i andthat his horfemen, v 
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whom he had fent by land, were ready to join him 
at his defcent j but warn him to provide for battle the 
next day, and foretel him good fuccefs. So that 
this epifodical machine is properly a part of the 
great poem : for befides what J have faid, they pufh 
on his navy with celeftial vigor, that it might reach 
the port more fpeedily, and take the enemy more 
unprovided to reilft the landing. Whereas the ma- 
chine relating to Camilla, is only ornamental: for 
it has no effect which I can find, but to pleafe the 
reader, who is concerned, that her death fliould be 
revenged,

The Tufcan leaders , and their army , ftng ; 

The poet here begins to tell the names of the 
Tufcan captains who followed iEneas to the war : 
and I obferve him to be very particular in the dc- 
feription of their perfons, and not forgetful of their 
* manners: exa<ft alfo in the relation of the numbers 
which each of them command. . I doubt not but 
as in the fifth book, he gave us the names of the 
champions, who contended for the feveral prizes, 
that he might oblige many of the moft ancient Ro- 
man families, their descendants ; and as in the 7th 
book, he muftered the auxiliary forces of the Latins, 
on the fame account; fo here he gratifies his Tuf- 
can friends, with the like remembrance of their ancef- 
tors ; and above the reft, Mecaenas his great patron } 
who being of a royal family in Etruria, was probably 
reprefented under one of the names here mentioned. 
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then known among the Romans, though at fo great 
a diftancc unknown to us. And for his fake 
chiefly, as I guefs, he makes iEneas (by whom he 
always means Auguftus ) to feek for aid in the coun- 
try of Mecaenas, thereby to endear his protector to 
his emperor; as if there had been a former friend- 
fhip bctvyixt their lines. And who knows, but 
Mecaenas might pretend that the Oilman family was 
derived from Tarchon, the chief commander of the 
T ufcans ?

I have mentioned this paflage in my preface to the 
j*Eneis, to prove, that Fate was fuperior to the gods; 
and that Jove could neither defer nor alter itsdecrees. 
Sir Robert Howard has fince been pleafed to fend 
me the concurrent teftimony of Ovid : it is in the 
laft book of his Metamorphofcs : where V enus com- 
plains, that her defeendant, Julius Crefar, was in 
danger of being murdered by Brutus and Caflius, at 
the head of the Commonwealth faction, and defires 
them to prevent that barbarous afl’aflination. They 
are moved to compaflion ; they are concerned for 
C as far ; but the poet plainly tells us, that it was not 
in their power to change deltiny ; all they could do, 
was to teftify their forrow for his approaching death 
by forefliewing it with figns and prodigies, as ap» 
pears by the following lines, *

Jupiter you fee is only library-keeper, or cujlos 
rotuloruyn to the Fates : for he offers his daughter a 
caft of his office, to give her a fight of their decrees ; 
which the inferior gods were not permitted to read 
without his leave. This agrees with what I have 
faid already in the preface \ that they not having feen 
the records, might believe they were his own hand- 
writing ; and confequently at his difpofing either to 
blot out, or alter, as he faw convenient. And of 
this opinion was Juno in thefe words, tua qui potes 
orfa refiecias. Now the abode of thofe deftinies be- 
ing in Hell, we cannot wonder why the fwearing by 
Styx was an inviolable oath amongft the gods of 
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heaven, and that Jupiter himfclf fhould fear to be 
-accufed of forgery by the Fates, if he altered any 
thing in their decrees. Chaos, Night, and Erebus, 
being the moft ancient of the deities, and inftituting 
thofe fundamental laws, by which he was afterwards 
to govern. Hefiod gives us the genealogy of the 
gods, and I think I may fafely infer the reft. I will 
only add, that Homer was more a fatal ift than Virgil : 
for it has been obferved, that the word or 

fortune, is not to be found in his two poems ; but

The poet had faid, in the preceding lines, that 
Mneftheus, Serefthus, and Afylas, led on the Tro- 
jans, theTufcans, and the Arcadians : but none of 
the printed copies, which I have feen, mention any 
leader of the Rutulians ; and Latins, but Meflapus the 
fon of Neptune. Ruasus takes notice of this paftage, 
and feems to wonder at it ; but gives no reafon, 
why Meffapus is alone without a coadjutor.

The reafon 
of this, if I guefs aright, .was a fecret compliment 
which the poet made to his countrymen the Romans ; 
the ftrength of whofe armies confifted mod in foot ;

, (he left her father, who had promifcd her to iEneas

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without aflcing her confent : and followed her mo- 
ther into the woods, with a troop of Bacchanals, 
where Amata fung the marriage fong, in the name 
of Turnus ; which if fhe had difliked, (he might 
haveoppofed. Then in the 11th AEneid, when her 
mother went to the temple of Pallas, to invoke her 
aid againft JE neas, whom fhe calls by no better , 
name than Phrygius Prasdo, Lavinia fits by her in 
the fame chair or litter, juxtaque comes Lavinia virgo y 

— Oculos dejefta decoros. What greater fign of 

love, than fear and concernment for the lover f In 
the lines which I have quoted fhe not only fheds* 
tears, but changes colour. She had been bred up 
with T urnus, and AEneas was wholly a ftranger to 
her. Turnus in all probability was her firft love 5* 
and favoured by her mother, who had the afcendant 
over her father. But I am much deceived, if (be- 
Tides what I have faid) there be not a fecret fatire 
againft the fex, which is lurking under this defcrip- 
tion of Virgil, who feldom fpeaks well of women : 
better indeed of Camilla, than any other ; for he 
commends her beauty and valour, becaufe he would 
concern the reader for her death. But valour is no 
very proper praife for womankind ; and beauty is 
common to the fex. He fays alfo fomewhat of An- 
dromache, but tranfiently : and his V enus is a better 
mother than a wife, for fhe owns to V ulcan fhe had 
a fon by another man. The reft are J uno’s, Diana’s 
Dido’s, Amata’s, two mad propheteffes, three har- 
pies on earth, and as many furies under ground# 
This fable of Lavinia includes a fecret inoral j. that 
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women in their choice of hufbands, prefer the 
younger of their fuitors to the elder ; are infenfible 
of merit, fond of handfomnefs y and, generally 
fpeaking, rather hurried away by their appetite, than 
governed by their reafon. , 1

infift, is the addrefs of the poet, in this fpeech of 
Juno.^fc Virgil was fufficiently fenfible, as I have faid 
in the preface, that whatever the common opinion 
was, concerning the defeentof the Romans from the 
Trojans ; yet the ancient cuftoms, rites, laws, and 
habits of thofe Trojans were wholly loft, and per-? 
haps alfo that they had never been : and for this 
reafon, he introduces Juno in this place, requefting 
of Jupiter, that no memory might remain of Troy 
(the tpwnfhe hated) that the people hereafter fhould 
notbecalled Trojans, ruor retain any thing whichbe- 
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longed to their predeceffors. And why might not this 
alfo be concerted betwixt our author and his friend 
Horace, t9 hinder Auguftus from rebuilding Troy,, 
-and removing thither the feat of empire, a defign fa 
unpleafing to the Romans ? but of this I am not 
pofitive, becaufe I have not confulted d’Acier,and' 
the reft of the criticks, to afccrtain the time in 
which Horace writ the Ode relating to that fubjedt*

Deep in the difmal regions , void of lights 
'Three fijlers at a birth , were born to Nights 

The father of thefe, (not here mentioned) was 
Acheron : the names of the three, were Ale&o, 
Megaera, and Tifi phone. They were called F uries 
in hell, on earth Harpies, and in heaven Dirae : two 
of thefe aflifted at the throne of Jupiter, and were, 
employed by him, to punifh the wickednefs of man- 
kind. Thefe two muft be Megaera, and Tifiphone : 
not Ale&o, for Juno exprefsly commands her to 
return to hell, from whence fhe came \ and gives 
this reafon :

Probably this Dira, un-named by the poet in this 
place, might be Tifiphone ; for though we find 
her in hell, in the fixth ifEneid, employed in the 
punifliment of the damned.

Yet afterwards fhe is on earth in the tenth JE nc\d> 
and amidft the battle, Pallida Tijipbone media inter 
millia favit . Which I guefs to be Tifiphone, the 
rather, by the etymology of her name ; which is 
compounded of Tiv ulcifcor ; and <pov®> cades. Part 
of her errand being to affright Turnus with the 
flings of a guilty confcience ; and denounce venge- 
ance againft him for breaking the firft treaty, by 
refufing to yield Lavinia to /Eneas, to whom fhe 
was promifed by her father, and confequently, for 
being the author of an unjuft war; and alfo for 
violating the fecond treaty, by declining the fingle 
combat, which he had ftipulated with his rival,, 
and called the gods to witnefs before their altars. 
As for the names of the harpies, (fo called on earth) 
Hefiod tells us they were Iris,. Aello, and Ocypete. 
Virgil calls one of them Celseno : this I doubt not 
was Ale&o ; whom Virgil calls in the third /Eneid, 
Furiarum maxima and in the fixth again, by the 
fame name — Furiarum maxima , juxta accuhat . 
That fhe was the chief of the furies, appears by 
her defeription in the feventh ./Eneid : to which^ 
for hafte, I refer the reader.
